EDITORIAL 


THE Rothmans Medal for “best and 
fairest” player in New South Wales was 
presented to Agenor Muniz at Sydney’s 
Hilton Hotel last week by State Minister 
for Sport Michael Cleary. 

As usual, it was a very big night anda 
good time was had by all. 

Yet there was something missing. 

The best players in NSW were not 
there! The Medal is restricted to players 
in the State League. 

This restriction inevitably 
downgrades the Rothmans Soccer 
Medal when compared to similar 
awards in other footballing codes, 
Rugby League and Rugby Union. 

it is understandable that the NSW. 
State Federation jealously guards its 
hold on the Rothmans award. 

At the same time, with the forthcom- 
ing extension of the National League, 
the time has come for the Federation 
and Rothmans to get their heads to- 
gether to devise a better system in 
future years. 

They should throw it open to players 
in the NSL as well as the State League. 

When the Rothmans Medal present- 
ation was inaugurated in 1970 — 
George Blues was the winner — it went 
to the best and fairest player. (In the 
opinion of referees.) 

Soccer, Rugby League and Rugby 
Union all followed the same criterion. 

These days, League and Union con- 
tinue to honour their top player. Soccer, 


| alas, does not. Even Agenor Muniz, 


despite his delight last week, would 
willingly agree. 

It costs Rothmans a lot of money to 
stage its Soccer Medal night — prob- 
ably around $18,000. 

And the tobacco company, though 
reluctant to interfere with State Federa- 
tion control of the function, must surely 
wonder if it gets full value for money. 

The best and fairest player in NSW 
must be presented with the Medal. 

Let us hope this happens in 1984.

Only the fact that gen- 
eral meeting of the State 
Federation is in 
November quelled the re- 
Beet Bian 
stigators deciding to hol 
off until then for the good 
of the game. 

I believe this serious 
threat to Rodny’s power, 
that has spanned almost 
12 years in the Federa- 
tion, was one of the major 
reasons behind his deci- 
sion not to stand again for 
the presidency last week.

There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that trouble-shooter 
Rodny has had his fill of 
the squabbles and politi- 
cal problems of Austra- 
lian Soccer. 

He once said he would 
never resign but events 
during the past 12 months 
caused him to change his 
mind. 

"I do not look to the 
future with any confi- 
dence. The sport has 
ceased to be enjoyable. 
There are too many pow- 
er-seekers in Soccer now 
and I would find it almost 
impossible to work with 
them,” said Rodny. 

There is no doubt he 
was totally oponeet to the 
increase in the number of 
clubs proposed for the 
1984 National League. 

In fact, NSW had in- 
tended voting against the 

moposal in the Austra- 
lian Soccer Federation. 

It is still not clear why, 
when the crucial vote was 
taken, NSW’s delegates, 


Melbourne teams here 
next season, we prob- 
ably would have got 
them, too. 

So keen was he to 
please that to a question 
on the allocation of fi- 
nals, Sheean replied: “If 
Brisbane is in the final I 
would suggest to you 
that it would be played 
in Brisbane.”

“After the last few months of arguing about the 
National League, it is even more obvious that the 
management of Soccer in Australia, in particular in 
Victoria, is in the hands of a small number of club 
fanatics who put their own ego and the interest of their 
own club far above the interest of the game,” he says. 

“The delegates of these clubs rule the State League 
and when elected to the board of management do not 
represent the State League, but only decide what is in 
their own interest and the interst of their own clubs, 
plan and vote accordingly. 

‘Tm certain they mean well and they really believe 
that what is in the interst of their club is also in the 
interst of Soccer. 

‘fm convinced when they go to a State League 
Meeting they go their to get the best deal for them- 
selves and for their club. ; 

“No wonder there is little done to promote Soccer 

_generally, to plan and take steps to get our lost 
supporters back, or rather, create new supporters and 
interest in Soccer.” 

Mr van Hoboken said at the peak of the immigration 
period hundreds of thousands of immigcants came to 
Australia each year. All they knew was Soccer. They 
had very little else to do over the weekends. 

“T recently watched the public during one of the home 
games of Juventus at Olympic Park, I counted a total of 
300 supporters, all faces I have known for the last 25

“Not five per cent of them were under 50 years old. In 
ten years time these also will have gone. 

“I therefore ask “Where are we going?’ 

“Why have we lost these supporters? 

“Have our leaders in Soccer who have voted over the 
last 20 years against most proposals which did not suit 
their club, irrespective whether it was for the best 
interest of the game, ever tried to answer this question? 

“We have not only lost the old supporters but we have 
not created new ones either! 

“Why and why not? 

“A major reason is that we do not keep either young 
players or supporters interest in Soccer for at least nine 
to 10 months of the year! 

“We lose young players, we lose supporters because 
they find themselves another interest which they can 
enjoy the whole year through. 

“The administration has not spent enough money on 
publicity and promotion in general. 

“There has not been enough planning to create the 
greatest number of strong clubs, instead of favoring a 
small number of clubs. 

“How can we change it? 

“Go back to the VASFA years where Soccer was run 
and planned by people whose primary interest was 
Soccer and not their club. 

“Change the constitution so that the Board is selected 
from people who have no club interest, the same as our 
President and Vice Presidents. 

“People who are selected for their ability as organis- 


ers and promoters and are not just selected because 
they happen to be the delegate of a leading club. 

“I would like to hear whether there are clubs which 
are prepared to back me on this move,” said Mr van 
Hoboken.
